Mrs. Denison F. Groves made the report in re- 

rd to the work of the Employment Bureau. 
The work is constantly and steadily increasing. 
Numbers of the better clase of self-dependent 
women are daily to be found at their rooms, seek- 
ing counsel, employment, and often temporary 
relief. What was needed was More money to en- 
large the work, and tide over the hard times. The 
Association found employment for 494 women and 
girls. Some of these were sent into the country, 
and others into different institutions, as matrons, 
laundresses, etc. All obtained respectable posi- 
tions to do honest work. The report alluded to 
several interesting incidents. The Home of the 
Friendless and the Relief and Aid Society were 
thanked in the report for their kindness. 

MISS S. F. BAKER, M. D.,

After stating the 
facts in tne case, he said the well-settled law was 
that a company must have capacity to take accord- 
ing to the law of the situs, otherwise it would be 
excluded from all ownership. A mortgagee had 
an absolute estate which he might convey to his 
heirs, andas between mortgagor and mortgagee 
the conveyance was to be regarded as a conveyance 
in fee. In some of the States even, and in En- 
gland, ithad been held that a mortgagee ¢ould 
enter and take possession of the mortgaged premi- 
ses as soon as ghe mortgage was Made, 
and eject the mor or before condition broken. 
Indeed, it might be questioned whether 
there was any difference between a 
conveyance by mortgage and in fee. In this State 
it had been definitely held that the mortgagee was 
the owner, and entitled to the rights of owner- 
ship. The conclusion was, therefore, that a for- 
eign corporation could not take the title to land 
directly by mortgage in this State. 

Judge Drummond inquired whether there was 
any direct legislation on the subject—any express 
prohibition. 

Mr. Beeler said there was not, but it, was 
against the policy of the State. 

Judge Drummond remarked that. under the 
present decisions of the State, which ought not to 
stand long. the State of Illinois would excluue a 
foreign corporation. 

In conclusion, Mr. Brawley said that the Fed- 
eral Courts woula, in a question affecting real 
property, follow the decisions of the State Courts 
im each State.

cision on the subject was that of Carroll 
vs. The City of East St. Louis. That 
case was an action of ejectment, and the Con- 
necticut Land Company, through which the title to 
the land in question in that suit had was a 
corporation created solely for buying and sejling 
land. But that case was radically different. No 
corporation could be created in Illinois for the sole 
rpose of buying and selling land, and no 
tate or county required that a foreign cor- 
ration should be allowed reater power 
han a domestic ration could have, so that of 
course it could not hold land in this State. lu the 
case of Starkweather vs. The American Didle So- 
ciety, another case relied on by the defendant in 
the present instance, it was held that the Bible So- 
ciety could not take land here by devise, because 
by its charter it could not take landin New York 
where it was created, and the devise was held void. 
The statements in those cases and that of the 
United States Trust Company vs. Lee, that no 
Company could hold land here, were obiter, as it 
was not involved in the decision, and the decisions 
had been criticised and limited in a subsequent case 
of Hough vs. The Cook Connty Land 
Company. The Supreme Cotrt had 
never decided that foreign corperations 
could not take title to land in this State, and there 
was no suggestion under the rule of comity that 
they could not hold rea) estate in all cases where 

domestic corporations could hold it. | 

The generai legislation on the subject of fire and 
life insurance in this State must, be considered, to 
see whether the Connecticut Mutual Life-Ineur- 
ance Company had power to hold real estate: That 
legislation was eminently liberal, and it was an in- 
herent power in such corporations to invest their 
surplus earnings in mortgages. It was implied in 
the spirit of the legislation on the subject, and) was 
an essential condition in carrying on the business 
of insurance. The principle of the exclusion was 
to prevent corporations from investing 
their capital in purchasing lands, to be 
held possibly in perpetuity, and the mere 
taking of mortgages was not within the principle 
of the exclusion. Inthe first case, the main ob- 
ject was the acquisition of land; in the second 
case, it was merely an accessory. 

The Court then took a recess until 2 o'clock, 
when Mr. Isham concluded his argument, occupy - 
ing about twenty minutes, and reviewing in detail 
the arguments advanced in the morning.

It permitted 
foreign corporations to loan money and take se- 
curity in this State on certain conditions 
which were defined in the act, and which 
would not be imposed at all, according 
to the construction contended for by the 
complainant, if it were true that the complainant 
had the right before in Illinois to loan money and 
take security. The lawin relation to life-insurance 
companies was passed in 1869, the General Incor- 
poration law was passed in 1872. and so far as the 
General Incorporation law was concerned so much 
of it as applied to foreign corporations governed 
life-insurance companies as well as any other, and, 
taking the statutes ther, and the decisions of 
the Supreme Court, there could be no doubt that 
when these mortgages were given the mortgagee 
had no power to take the title.

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RECENT SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Dzs Morxes, Ia., April 10.—The Supreme Court 
at the Davenport session last week sat down on 
the divorce shysters, and their sharp practices to 
obtain easy divorces without publicity. Sarah A. 
Hobart became dissatisfied with her husband, 
Charles W. Why, does not appear on the record 
here. She applied to the gohnson County Circuit 
Court fora divorce. To avoid publicity, on agree- 
ment of both parties the matter was referred to a’ 
referee, who decided in favor of the plaintiff.

A 
referee is not the Judge of a court, batan officer 
thereof. He has, under the statutes, no judicial 

wers furtherthan are conferred by the court. 

e has no power to hold the court. An intel 
gent, sympathetic referee cannot be appointed in a 
quiet way to withdraw from public observation 
and examine the case in the manner best calculated 
to attain the object of the friends of the plaintiff, 
or the colinsion: ot, the willing defendant. The 
statutes intend such cases shall be tried in the 
light of day by the Judge of the court. Itis one 
of the provisions, of which the Code Commissioners 
in their report said, it is designed to prevent the 
abuse of our Divorce laws, and especially the pro- 
curing of fraudulent divorces by persons not actu- 
ally entitled thereto.“ The Legislature has wisely 
thrown barriers in the way of those who violate 
the law, and condemn good morals and public 
decency. This intention could easily be defeated 
by collusive application for divorce by agreement 
of partics. Actions for divorce cannot be referred 
by agreement of parties. The decree of the court 
below was reversed, and the cause remanded for 
trial in accord with the statute. 

Judge Beck wrote the opinion, which is quite 
lengthy, the foregoing being only a brief 8. 
The parties to the action now find themselves as 
much married as ever, and they will have to come 
into court and show their hands.

The form of a 
corporation is a meré convenience for keep- 
ing books, and, where there are a large num 
ber of partners, of keeping the interests of 
each accurately and distinctly defined, ad- 
mitting the change of partners without dis- 
solving the form or disturbing the business, 
If this mere form of doing business subjects 
such firms to duplicate taxation, there will 
grow out of the necessity a form of part- 
nership articles which will embody the sub- 
stantial advantages of the corporate system, 
with its convenience for change of partners.

Wasuineron, D. C., April 12.—Whatever may 
be the truth as to the card of United States Attor- 
ney Howard and United States Marshal Nelson, 
published by the Associated Press from Salt Lake 
this morning, it is certain that pe affidavit of Gil- 
man, filed in the office of the Attorney-General 
here, attempts to be a direct impeachment of How- 
ard. It accuses him of suppressing the vital part 
of Lee's confcssion—the charge that Brigham 
Young ordered Dame and Haight to see that the 
emigrants were all put to death. The substantial 


charge of the voluminous affidavit is contained in 


the following passage: 

That confession, as published by Howard, is cor- 
rect as far as it goes, but the most important and 
material parts of it were suppressed, Lee's con- 
fession, as readto and by me, charges Brigham 
Young with direct complicity with the Mountain 
Meadow massacre as an accessory before the fact; 
that Brigham Young had written letters to Dame 
and Haight at Parowan, directing them to sce that 
the emigrants were all pat to death save the chil- 


dren who were too small to testify or know about 
He also said in that confession that 


the matter. 
Dame and Haight still had the letters in their 
possession, and that Dame had said if he was 
pushed he would produce his letter, and that Mrs. 
Haight had also declared that if her husband were 
brought to trial she would produce the one sent to 


him. In short Lee's confession, as read to and by 
me, fixed the responsiblity of that massacre on 
Brigham Young, and his primary orders issued 
therefor; and I believe that the suppression above 
stated was inspired and done atthe suggestion of 
James Jack, Brigham Young's confidential clerk 
and Treasurer, because both before and 
it Jack had repeated secret interviews 
with Howard in his (Howard's) office, 
and after the execution, Howard told 
me that Jack owed him some 31, 700, and sent me 
to Jack to collect the same. I went there. I told 
Jack that Howard wanted the money. Jack said 
he could not pay all of it, but would pay a part. 

Another promise which Lee made to H@ward as a 
condition that Howard should have hfm first re- 
prieved then pardoned, was that Lee should 
aid the orities in capturing Haight, H 
Stewart, and others, and should furnish other evi- 
dence to aid in their conviction that would cor- 
roborate his (Lee's) statement. 

San Francisco, April 12.—A Eureka, Nev. , press 
dispatch says the Sentinel will publish to-morrow a 
history of Rd Gilman on this coast, who has lately 
obtained considerable notoriety in connection with 
the confession of John D. Lee, as delivered to Dis- 
trict- Attorney Howard, on the field of execution. 
Gilman lived at Austin, Nev., from 1863 to 1867, 
when he went to Sweetwater Mines.

All the statements made by Bowen had been 
verified by the return of the @rtificates. As to the 

72,000 account, nt was the fact that some person 
had drawn out that amount from some source 
where the Commissioners had resources. But the 
certificates bad been all returned, and were now in 
the vaults of the Board. All moneys received by 
the Board must appear on the books. 

Mr. Truesdell—Let us try to reconcile this ac- 
count all round. I thought a while ago that I 
pretty nearly understood the matter. I under- 
stand that Bowen drew certain checks which the 
Commissioners do not recognize. 

Witness The whole difficulty has arisen through 
Bowen drawing checks as President on Pearce’s 
account at the American Exchange Bank. 

R. J. J. PEARCE 

was next recalled and examined by Mr. Kales. He 
said that he never owed taxes or assessments or 
re notes for past-due taxes.

In answer to Mr. Mason, witness said that the 
certificates of which he spoke were purchased by 
Pearce & Benjamin from outside parties. They 
turned in what certificates they held, and 
note or memorandum for the balance. e re- 
ceipte were not handed over until the memoran- 
dum was paid. Witness and Benjamin had been 
in partnership since 1860, —Benjamin attending to 
the active part of the business, paying taxes, and 
such things, and rina ee 8 checks. 

Mr. Pearce then asked leave to explain as to the 
remarks made about the Medill matter. Mr. 
Medill was absent in Europe, and witness was 
managing his affairs. Witness, as such manager, 
made a call loan to the Park Commissioners of 
510.000 at 8 or 10 per cent interest. When Mr. 
Medill returned, witness presented the note for 
payment, and that explained the statement that 
‘*Pearce was pushing them about the Medill 
matter. 

By Mr. Kales—ti never charged the commission 
interest on borrowed money while I held in my 
hands funds belonging to them. 

The witness also gave an explanation of the Cle- 
ment & Morton note. to pay which the money was 
borrowed from him as Mr. Medill's representative. 

Gen. Smith then read the correspondence and 
telegrams between Mr. Pearce and the American 
Exchange Bank of New York. Mr. Pearce ex-

A LOUD CALL. 


Wonderful Freaks---An Exploding Hy- 
° Wheel. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Atien’s Grove, Wis., April 11.—Mr. Lemuel 
Downs is an enterprising, intelligent farmer living 
near this quiet little village. On Tuesday morn- 
ing he set his men to work with a horse-power 
sawing-machine at the farm-house wood-pile to 
cut up the regular yearly supply of fuel. The ma- 
chine had been run some years, and had but re- 
cently come into Mr. Downs’ hands, and, owing to 
its peculiar behavior on the said memorable morn- 
ing, it is now for sale at a low figure. | 

The fiy-wheel was a unique conglomerate, It 
was made of heavy oak plank firmly bolted to- 

rand hooped with a tire of band-iron four 
nches wide, —the whole then securely bolted to an 
old cylinder head, which was keyed upon the saw 
journal. sar.

It rose in the 
air at an angle of sixty degrees, and, describing a 
magnificent rabola, 8 alone over tree-tops, 
railway, and fences, like a bolide, until it 
reached the ground, forty rods from the scene of 
wreck.
